Taskbar 



Overview 

The Windows taskbar is usually located at the bottom of the desktop, 
although you can relocate it. The taskbar provides quick access to open 
minimized windows on the desktop, or to frequently-used programs, files, or 
utilities on your computer. 

The basic sections of the taskbar are ： 


Start button 

Provides access to the Start menu, which lists the 
programs and system utilities installed in your 
computer. Use the Start menu to start software 
applications and to change computer settings. If you 
move or resize your taskbar, the Start button moves or 
resizes with it 

Quick Launch toolbar 

Contains icons for quick access to programs. 

taskbar button area 

Contains buttons representing minimized windows for 
open application programs. 

notification area 

Includes a clock and icons associated with programs.

Displaying the Taskbar

Desktop Icons and Shortcuts 


icon 

Icons displayed on the Windows desktop are links that provide quick access to 
programs, documents, and folders. Double-click icons to open a file or folder 
or to run a program. 

Some icons are shortcuts and other icons are direct links. 

• Icons for shortcuts —— Identified by an arrow in the icon，shortcuts are links 
to programs, files, or folders. You can safely delete a shortcut without 
affecting the item it links to. 

• Icons for programs and files — Icons for program files, documents, or 
folders do not include an arrow graphic. 



Q HINT: For better performance of your computer, create shortcuts to 
fUes and folders rather than placing them on the desktop. 


Deleting an Icon From the Desktop 

1 Right-click the icon, and click Delete. 

2 Click Yes. 
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Q HINT: If you delete an icon with an arrow, you are simply deleting the 
shortcut link. If you delete an icon without an arrow, you are deleting 
the file or folder, not just a link to the file.

Cleaning Your Computers Display Screen 

To clean the display for a desktop computer, wipe the screen with a soft cloth 
dampened with water. 

To clean the display screen for a laptop computer, wipe the screen with a soft 
cloth dampened with either water or an LCD cleaner. 

CAUTION: Do not wipe the computers display screen with any soap or solution 
not designed for monitors. These solutions can damage the monitors anti-glare 
coating. Do not spray cleaners directly onto the screen.

Adjusting the Resolution of Your Display 



The display resolution defines the clarity of images on your display. As you 
increase the resolution, items appear smaller on the screen. As you decrease 
resolution, text and images appear larger. 

Before you change any of the display settings, make a note of the current 
settings so you can change back to them if needed. 

NOTE: Use only the Dell recommended video drivers, which are designed to offer 
the best performance with your Dell-installed operating system.

Troubleshooting 

Blurry text: If you change the display resolution from the current settings to 
one not supported by your computer and display, the image may appear blurry 
or text may be hard to read. 

Unsupported resolution or color settings: If you choose a resolution or color 
palette that is higher than the display supported by your computer, the 
settings adjust automatically to the closest supported values. 

Choosing the Best Display Settings 

Default display settings are set for your computer based on the monitor or 
display screen. Access the Display Properties window from the Control Panel 
to determine the resolution of your monitor and make any changes. 

Setting the Display Resolution for External LCD Monitors 

Set external LCD monitors to their native resolution, the resolution at which 
the display performs the best. See the manufacturer’s documentation for this 
information. 

If you cannot determine the native resolution, set the monitor to perform at 
the highest resolution. Although your monitor can probably support lower 
resolutions, the display quality will be not be as good.

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Using the Ambient Light Sensor in Bright or Low- 
Light Environments: 


NOTE: Your laptop computer may not have an ambient light sensor. 

み NOTE: The ambient light sensor adjusts the display brightness on your laptop 

computer only. It does not control the brightness on external monitors or projectors. 


The ambient light sensor is located on the front of the computer display. The 
sensor detects available environmental light and automatically increases or 
decreases the display backlignting to compensate for low-light and high-lignt 
environments. 




Ambient Light Sensor 
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You can enable or disable the ambient light sensor feature by pressing the 
<Fn> and left-arrow key combination. 

NOTE: Do not cover the ambient light sensor with any adhesive labels. If covered, 
the sensor — when enabled — automatically sets the display brightness to the 
minimum level. 

NOTE: The ambient light sensor is disabled when your computer is connected to 
an electrical outlet. 

Using the display brightness key combinations disables the ambient light 
sensor and the display brightness increases or decreases accordingly. 

NOTE: Rebooting the computer returns the ambient light sensor to it's prior setting 
(either enabled or disabled).

Solid-State Drive (SSD) 

A solid-state drive (SSD) is a data storage device that uses solid-state memory 
to store persistent data. Solid-state is an electrical term that refers to 
electronic circuitry that is built entirely out of semiconductors whereas Hard 
Drives use a magnetic media. 

Unlike flash-based memory cards，an SSD emulates a hard disk drive, thus 
easily replacing it in most applications. An SSD using SRAM (Static Random 
Access Memory) or DRAM (Dynamic Random Access Memory)，instead of a 
flash memory, is often called a RAM-drive.

Working with RAID 

A redundant array of independent disks (RAID) is a disk storage 
configuration that increases performance or data redundancy. There are four 
basic RAID levels discussed in this section. 

NOTE: RAID requires multiple hard drives. The number of hard drives required 
varies depending on the RAID configuration. 

• RAID level0 is recommended for higher performance (faster throughput). 

• RAID level1 is recommended for users who need a high level of data 
integrity. 

• RAID level0 + 1 is recommended for higher performance and data 
integrity 

• RAID level つ IS recommended for higher performance and fault tolerance.

RAID Level 0 

NOTICE: RAID level 0 provides no redundancy. Therefore, a failure of one drive 
results in the loss of all data.

Data 
striping writes consecutive segments, or stripes, of data sequentially across 
the physical drive(s) to create a large virtual drive. This allows one of the 
drives to read data while the other drive is searching for and reading the next 
block.

A RAID 0+1 array combines the high data access rate of a RAID level0 array 
and the data protection (redundancy) of a RAID level1 mirror by striping 
data across two drives and mirroring that striped data on a second set of two 
drives.

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RAID Level 5 Configuration 

RAID level5 uses data parity. RAID level5 stripes both data and parity 
information across three or more drives. It provides data striping at the byte 
level and also stripe error correction information (rotating parity array). This 
results in excellent performance and good fault tolerance.

• Click Shut down now to force all of the programs to end and complete the 
process of shutting down your computer. If you click Shut down now, you 
may lose data that you haven't saved. 

OR 
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• Do not shut down. Click Cancel to return to Windows. If any of the 
programs that are preventing shutdown have data that you want to save, 
save it now. Then proceed to shut down the computer.

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Press and hold the power button for at least 8 seconds. Also, you may want to 
remove and replace the battery fora laptop computer to ensure that power is 
off and components will reset when the power is turned back on. See

© HINT: If an error message is displayed when the computer stops 

responding, write down the message. This will help you troubleshoot 
the problem later. 


The error reporting dialog box will be displayed after you restart your 
computer.

Starting Your Computer in Safe Mode 

Safe mode is a troubleshooting option for Windows that starts your computer 
in a limited state. Only the basic files and drivers necessary to run Windows 
are started. 

You may want to start your computer in Safe Mode if you have shut down 
with a frozen blue screen. 

The words "Safe Mode" appear in the corners of the display to identify whicn 
Windows mode you are using. If an existing problem does not reappear when 
you start in Safe Mode, you can eliminate the default settings and basic 
device drivers as possible causes. 
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Access the Safe Mode by pressing and holding the <F8> key while your 
computer restarts.

Cleaning Your Computer 

Before You Start

To clean your computer, wipe the computer, keyboard, and plastic portion of 
the monitor with a soft cloth dampened with water.

Cleaning Optical Drives and Optical Drive Media

If you notice problems, such as skipping, with the playback quality of your 
optical media, try cleaning the media. 
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1 Hold the disc by its outer edge. You can also touch the inside edge of the 
center hole. 

長 NOTICE: To avoid damaging the surface, do not wipe in a circular motion around 
the disc. 

2 With a soft, lini:-free cloth, gently wipe the bottom of the disc (the 
unlabeled side) in a straight line from the center to the outer edge of the 
disc. 

For stubborn dirt, try using water or a diluted solution of water and mild 
soap. You can also purchase commercial products that clean discs and 
provide some protection from dust, fingerprints, and scratches. Cleaning 
products for CDs are also safe to use on DVDs.

You can improve the performance of your computer by defragmenting your 
hard drive. This action enables your programs to run faster and your files to 
open more quickly. 


O HINT: Why defragment a hard drive? 

A fragmented hard drive stores fragments of files in many different 
locations on the disk. The computer must search throughout the disk 
to retrieve the complete file. Disk Defragmenter combines all the parts 
of a file that are fragmented into one location. This reduces the time 
your computer spends to locate all the parts of a file and open it. 

Before defragmenting the hard drive, Windows analyzes the disk to 
determine if you need to defragment it. You should perform this procedure at 
least once a week. 

み NOTE: If you perform this procedure regularly, the defragmenting process should 
take only 5 to10 minutes.

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Power Protection Devices 

Interference or fluctuations in the power supplied to your computer can cause 
crashes and sometimes permanent damage to your computer. Surge 
protectors, power line conditioners, uninterruptible power supplies provide 
protection for your computer.

Surge Protector 

Plug your computer power line into a surge protector or power strip equipped 
with surge protection to help prevent damage to your computer from voltage 
spikes that can occur during electrical storms or after power interruptions. 

Some surge protector manufacturers include warranty coverage for certain 
types of damage. Carefully read the device warranty when choosing a surge 
protector. A device with a higher joule rating offers more protection. Compare 
joule ratings to determine the relative effectiveness of different devices. 

NOTICE: Most surge protectors do not protect against power fluctuations or 
power interruptions caused by nearby lightning strikes. When lightning occurs in 
your area, disconnect the telephone line from the telephone wall jack and 
disconnect your computer from the electrical outlet. 

Many surge protectors have a telephone jack for modem protection. See the 
surge protector documentation for modem connection instructions. 

NOTICE: Not all surge protectors offer network adapter protection. Disconnectthe 
network cable from the network wall jack during electrical storms. 

Power Line Conditioner 

NOTICE: Power line conditioners do not protect against power interruptions. 
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Plug your computer power line into a power line conditioner to compensate 
peaks and valleys in the power supply and reduce peaks in the power flow to 
your computer. Power line conditioners are different from the typical 
uninterruptible power supply in that they continuously charge the battery 
and continuously run the equipment off battery power. 

Uninterruptible Power Supply (UPS) 

NOTICE: Loss of power while data is being saved to the hard drive may result in 
data loss orfile damage. 

NOTE: To ensure maximum battery operating time, connect only your computer to 
a UPS. Connect other devices, such as a printer, to a separate power strip that 
provides surge protection. 

An uniterruptible power supply (UPS) protects against power fluctuations 
and interruptions. UPS devices contain a battery that provides temporary 
power to connected devices when AC power is interrupted. The battery 
charges while A し power is available. 

See the UPS manufacturer documentation for information on battery 
operating time and to ensure that the device is approved by Underwriters 
Laboratories (UL). 

Laptop Computer Batteries 

To ensure optimal performance and to help preserve BIOS settings, operate 
your laptop computer with the main battery installed at all times. One battery 
is supplied as standard equipment in the battery bay.

The Power Meter indicates the remaining battery charge. To check the 
amount of the power remaining on your battery, double-click the Power Meter 
icon in the taskbar. 

Charge Gauge on the Battery 

The operating time of a battery depends on the number of times it is charged. 
After hundreds of charge and discharge cycles, batteries lose some charge 
capacity — or battery health. That is, a battery can show a status of "charged" 
but maintain a reduced charge capacity, which is the health of the battery.

To check the battery charge, press and release the status button on the battery 
charge gauge to illuminate the charge-level lights. Each light represents 
approximately 20 percent of the total battery charge. 


@ EXAMPLE: If the battery has 60 percent of its charge remaining, three 
of the lights are on. If no lights appear, the battery has no charge. 


Checking the Health of the Battery 

To check the battery health using the charge gauge, press and hold the status 
button on the battery charge gauge for at least 3 seconds. 

If no lights appear, the battery is in good condition, and more than 80 percent 
of its original charge capacity remains. Each light represents incremental 
degradation. 

If five lights appear, less than 60 percent of the charge capacity remains, and 
you should consider replacing the battery. 
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Understanding Low Battery Warnings 

NOTICE: To avoid losing or corrupting data, save your work immediately after a 
low-battery warning. Then connect the computer to an electrical outlet, or install a 
second battery in the media bay if your laptop has this option. If the battery runs 
completely out of power, hibernate mode begins automatically. 

Your laptop computer will display a warning when the battery charge is 
approximately 90 percent depleted. If you are using two batteries, the warning 
applies to the combined charge of both batteries. The computer enters 
hibernate mode when the battery charge is at a critically low level.

Charging the Battery 

When you connect the computer to an electrical outlet or install a battery 
while the computer is connected to an electrical outlet, the computer checks 
the battery charge and temperature. If necessary, the A し adapter then charges 
the battery and maintains the battery charge. 
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NOTE: With Dell™ ExpressCharge™, when the computer is turned off, the AC 
adapter charges a completely discharged battery to 80 percent in about 1 hour and 
to 100 percent in approximately 2 hours. Charge time is longer with the computer 
turned on. You can leave the battery in the computer for as long as you like. The 
battery's internal circuitry prevents the battery from overcharging. 

If the battery is hot from being used in your computer or being in a hot 
environment, the battery may not charge when you connect the computer to 
an electrical outlet. 

The battery is too hot to start charging if the を light flashes alternately 
green and orange (light colors may vary depending on your battery). 
Disconnect the computer from the electrical outlet and allow the computer 
and the battery to cool to room temperature. Then connect the computer to 
an electrical outlet to continue charging the battery. 

み NOTE: You can operate your computer while the battery is charging. However, do 
not operate your computer using battery power until the battery is fully charged. 

Storing a Battery 

Remove the battery when you store your computer for an extended period of 
time. A battery discharges during prolonged storage. After a long storage 
period, recharge the battery fully before you use it. 

US Department of Transportation (DOT) Notebook Battery Restrictions 

As of January 1 ， 2008, the US DOT prohibits spare (loose) lithium batteries 
in checked baggage. A Dell notebook battery may be packed in a checked bag

O HINT: To disable battery charging, you can use the Battery Charge 
Disable feature in Dell ControlPoint. This is useful, for example on 
airplanes, where charging of batteries may not be allowed.

A local area network (LAN) connects two or more computers with each other 
through a network cable connected to each computer. This type of computer 
network generally covers a small area. A LAN can be connected to another 
LAN over any distance through telephone lines and radio waves to form a 
wide area network (WAN). 
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What You Need to Set up a LAN 

• Cable or DSL broadband modem with Internet access established. For 
information on broadband connection, see "Broadband Access" on 
page 151. 

• Router — A router connects computers and peripherals on the network to 
each other, allowing the computers to share Internet access provided by 
the broadband modem. A router has multiple ports, each supporting one 
computer or one peripheral such as a printer. 

• Network cables — Use either CAT 5 or CAT 5e cables. 

• Network interface card 

Broadband Access 

Broadband access provides much faster data transfer rates than dial-up access. 

Broadband access is particularly suited to e-mailing large digital photographs, 

downloading music, or viewing streaming videos. 

What you Need for Broadband Access 

• You can choose between two specific types of broadband access offered by 
ISPs — cable and DSL. DSL broadband access is marketed by telephone 
companies, but it is not available at all locations. If you have cable 
television access, you can obtain cable broadband access through your 
cable provider. 

• You must connect your computer or computer network to a cable modem 
or DSL modem for broadband access. You can purchase your own 
broadband modem or use the ISP’s modem for a monthly equipment fee 
added to your monthly service charge. 

• Your computer must have a network interface card. 

• Your existing phone line or cable television line is used to provide the 
broadband service ； a new line is not required.

Your computer can maintain Mobile Broadband network access as long as the 
computer is within a cellula 卜 data coverage zone. Contact your service 
provider for coverage details. 

NOTE: Even if you are able to make a call from your cellular phone in a specific 
geographical location, that location may not necessarily be within a cellular-data 
covergg 白 zone.

WiMAX

WiMAX (Worldwide Interoperability for Microwave Access) is a standards- 
based telecommunications technology that provides wireless data. 

WiMAX enables delivery of last mile wireless broadband access as an 
alternative to wired broadband like cable and DSL. It is based on the IEEE 
802.16 standard, which is also called WirelessMAN and provides fixed and 
laptop connectivity without the need for direct line-of-sight with a base 
station. Mobile wireless broadband support is expected in the near future.

WPAN (Wireless Personal Area Network) helps interconnect wireless devices 
centered around your personal workspace. 

WPAN technology supports communication over a short distance. Bluetooth, 
used as the basis for a new standard, IEEE 802.15 .is an example of WPAN.

Securing Your Network 

To protect your network and computer from intrusions, install some of the 
internet countermeasures that are available to help protect your network from 
hackers ， spyware, and invasion of your privacy. 
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Secure your loutei. 

If your network’s router is unprotected，a hacker can access 
your computer through your broadband Internet connection. 

To improve the security of your network, change the network 
name and administrator password to unique values using the 
router configuration software, and change the administrator 
password periodically. 

When setting up the router, enable data encryption. To set 
up data encryption on the router, use your router’s 
configuration software. 

Set up a firewall. 

A firewall helps protect computers within the network from 
unauthorized access from outside the network. Some 
firewalls also restrict unauthorized transmittal of information 
from within the network, as in the case of spyware software 
sending information through the Internet to an unauthorized 
party. 

The Windows Vista and Windows XP operating systems 
incorporate a firewall. Follow these steps to check that the 
Windows firewall is enabled:

3 If the Firewall option is disabled, select this option to 
enable the firewall.

Software companies regularly update their products to add 
security fixes. Install the latest version of your Internet 
browser and operating systems on all computers on your 
network，and check for updates regularly.

Your wireless router uses an administrator password 
and wireless network name (Service Set Identifier 
[SSID]), which are set to default values by the router 
manufacturer. 

To improve the security of your wireless network, 
change the network name and administrator 
password to unique values using the router 
configuration software, and change the administrator 
password periodically. 

Set up encryption. 

When setting up your wireless router, enable data 
encryption. ]'he most common types of encryption 
standards include: 

• Wired Equivalency Privacy (WEP) 

• Wireless Protected Access (WPA) 

• Wireless Protected Access 2 (WPA2) 

WPA and WPA2 encryption are more secure than a 
password-based system because the encryption key 
changes dynamically. 

All hardware on your network must support the same 
encryption standard. 

To set up data encryption on the router, use your 
router’s configuration software. 
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Set up MAC filtering. 


If you configure your wireless router to use MAC 
filtering, the router will limit access to wireless 
adapters with MAC addresses that you specify. 

1Open the Command Prompt window and type 
ipconfig/all. 

2 Under the wireless network connection, note the 
12-character hexadecimal Physical Address value. 
This value is the MAC address for the computer’s 
wireless adapter. 

3 Repeat step 1 and step 2 on each computer in your 
network to obtain the MAC address of each 
computer's wireless adapter. 

4 Run the wireless router’s configuration program and 
enable the MAC filtering option. (This option may 
also be designated as "Access Control" or a similar 
term.) 

5 Enter the MAC addresses you obtained in step 2 
and step 3. 


When you set up the wireless network，specify the same encryption type and 
encryption key on each wireless device in your network. 

Ensuring Security When Using Public Wi-Fi Networks (Hotspots) 

Before connecting your computer to a public wireless network, you should 
configure your computer’s network settings to reduce security risks. 
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Update your software. 

Before using public wireless networks，update your operating 
system and security software with the latest security patches 
and virus information. 

Use a firewall. 

If you are using the Windows Vista or Windows XP operating 
system, ensure that the Windows firewall feature is enabled. 
See "Using a Firewall to Secure Your Computer" on page 255. 

If vour operating system does not include a firewall, purchase 
and install an integrated Internet security software package 
or, at a minimum, standalone firewall software.

Your computer may include a wireless switch. To find out if your computer 
has a wireless switch and where it is located，refer to the "About Your 
Computer" section of your documentation. 
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The wireless switch uses the Dell Wi-Fi Catcher Network Locator to scan 
specifically for wireless networks in your vicinity. 

Scanning for a Wireless Network 

On some computers, you can use the wireless switch to scan for wireless 
networks in your vicinity. To scan for a wireless network, slide and hold the 
wireless switch in position for a few seconds (see "Enabling/Disabling the 
Wireless Card With a Wireless Switch" on page 157). 

Other computers may use a separate button or switch for scanning. Follow 
the instructions in the documentation for using the wireless switch or button.

Overview 

The Internet is an electronic communications network that connects 
computer networks (for both individual and organizational users) around the 
world. The Internet supports an extensive world-wide collection of computers 
and servers, which contain documents or information pages (called web 
pages) that link to one another through a process called hypertext linking, or 
hyperlinks. 

These electronic documents that are stored on computers around the world 
and are accessible via the Internet make up the Web (World Wide Web). 

What you Need to Connect to the Internet 

NOTE: ISPs ancMSP offerings vary by country. 

To connect to the Internet, you need a modem or network connection and an 
Internet Service Provider (ISP). An ISP offers one or more of the following 
Internet connection options ： 
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• DSL (Digital Subscriber Line) connections that provide high-speed 
Internet access through your existing telephone line. With a DSL 
connection, you can access the Internet and use your telephone on the 
same line simultaneously. 

• Cable modem connections that provide high-speed Internet access 
through your local cable TV line. 

• Satellite modem connections that provide high-speed Internet access 
through a satellite television system. 

• Dial-up connections that provide Internet access through a telephone line. 
Dial-up connections are considerably slower than DSL ， cable, and satellite 
modem connections. 

• Wireless Wide Area Network (WWAN) or Mobile Broadband technology 
provides a connection to the Internet using cellular technology at 
broadband rates. 

• Wireless Local Area Network (WLAN) connections use high-frequency 
radio waves to communicate. Typically, a wireless router is connected to 
the broadband cable or DSL modem that broadcasts the Internet signal to 
your computer. 

If you are using a dial-up connection, connect a telephone line to the modem 
connector on your computer and to the telephone wall jack before you set up 
your Internet connection. 

If you are using a DSL, cable, or satellite modem connection, contact your 
ISP or cellular telephone service for setup instructions. 

Web Browsers for Viewing Internet Sites 

To view the Internet, you need a web browser, which is a software application 
(a program) that displays web pages. Web pages include text, graphics, sound, 
and video, which use the hypertext markup language (html). Web pages have 
links that allow you to move from one document to another, even when the 
documents are stored in different locations on the Internet. 

A website is a collection of web pages maintained by an individual or an 
organization. 

Web browsers allow you to read the hyperlinked web pages. Several web 
browsers are available. A commonly used browser is Internet Explorer.

Web Browser Settings 

By altering the browser settings you can adjust the web browser for 
convenience and security. For example, to change settings for Internet 
Explorer ： 

• Open Internet Explorer and click Tools^ Internet Options. 

OR 

• Click Starts Control Panels Network and Internet Connections^ 
Internet Options. 

The Internet Options window appears. Use this window to establish settings 
for certain features, such as ： 

• Browser home page 

• Web page appearance 

• Browser history 

• Accessibility options 

Setting the Browser Home Page 

Set a browser home page (most frequently used page), so that every time 
Internet Explorer is opened, the same page appears. 

1 Click Starts Control Panel 一 Network and Internet Connections^ 
Internet Options. 

2 Type the web address of the site you would like opened first every time you 
use Internet Explorer. 
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Setting the Way the Browser Displays Web Pages 

The general appearance of a web page can be altered through the use of 
colors ， languages, font, and accessibility. 

1 Click Starts Control Panels Network and Internet Connections^ 
Internet Options. 

2 Locate buttons to control web page appearance. Click the buttons for the 
features you wish to change. 


Colors 

From the color selection window you can alter the text, the 
background，and the hyperlinks. The default is a simple Windows 
color scheme, black text, white background，and blue hyperlinks 
(purple if they have already been visited). 

1 Uncheck the Use Windows Colors default check box and the 
fields will no longer be greyed out. 

2 Click on the text color palette and a box of colors becomes 
available. 

3 Click OK. 

NOTE: Changing the text and the background colors to two similar 
colors makes text very difficult to read. 

NOTE: Some web pages have predefined color schemes that 
override your preferences. 

Languages 

Language can be selected to display certain characters in the 
preferred language. 

Font 

Fonts describe the size, shape, and style of the text. Select the 
font that you prefer. 

Text size 

Increase or decrease text size by ： 

Press <Alt><v>. 

Click Text Size and a side menu allows for immediate 
adjustment from largest to smallest. 

If vou have adjusted the text to the largest font size possible, and 
are still having trouble reading the text on a web page，try the 
Zoom feature at the bottom right-hand side of the window. 
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Zoom 

Adjust the size of everything on the screen by using the Zoom 
feature. 


Hold the く Ctrl > key down while pressing the plus ( + ) key to 


zoom in. 


Hold the く Ctrl > key down while pressing the minus (-) key to 
zoom out. 


Saving Space by Setting the way the Browser Logs Viewing History 

Internet Explorer keeps a log of the websites that you visit in order to speed 
up the process of downloading graphics each time you re-visit a web page. You 
can delete or decrease the amount of space the history logs use. 

1 Click Starts Control Panels Network and Internet Connections^ 
Internet Options. 

2 Delete the files in the browsing history by clicking Delete, or minimize the 
amount of space by clicking Settings. 

3 Reduce the file size (the number of MBs in memory) and/or reduce the 
number of days to keep information in the browsing history to limit the 
space used to store this information. 

Increasing Computer Speed by Limiting the Number of Open Internet 
Windows 

Tabs allow you to open multiple web pages at the same time in the same 
browsing window. It is not necessary to have multiple instances of Internet 
Explorer running simultaneously. 

The tab feature speeds computer processing by limiting the number of 
programs that are open. 

1 Click Starts Control Panels Network and Internet Connections^ 
Internet Options. 

2 In the Tabs section, click Settings. 

3 Click to select the check box next to Enable Tabbed Browsing. 

4 Click to select Enable Quick Tabs check box. This option provides a visual 
display of all the tabs that are open. 
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5 Click Always open pop-ups in a new tab. 

This action ensures that advertisements open in the web browser you are 
currently using without redirecting your to a new address. 

6 In the Open links from other programs section, click A new tab in the 
current window.1 his action opens hyperlinks in a new tab without 
opening a new browser. 

Using Accessibility Options for Visual Impairments 

If you have a visual impairment, the accessibility menu can be used to 
override individual web page settings to ignore certain colors and fonts on 
specified web pages. 

Click on any of the radio buttons to enable the accessibility features, or use 
the more advanced style-sheet feature，which allows a pre-formatted style 
sheet to be used for all web pages. 

Internet Security and Privacy 

Increasing Security for Your Computer While Accessing the Internet 

Your Internet security can be increased，but you lose the ability to see all the 
functions that are available. However, if you lower the Internet security 
settings to see everything, you risk the security of your computer.

Internet Options. 

2 Open the Security tab. 

3 While the Internet icon is highlighted, use the vertical slide bar in the 
security level for this zone to increase or decrease the security for Internet 
websites. 

Clicking any of the other icons on the Security page will open additional 
security options. 

1 Click Sites under either of these headings and add the sites that you trust 
or want to restrict. 

• Trusted sites can be added to a list so that information from those 
sites will be considered secure. 
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• Restricted sites allow you to add websites that you fear may damage 
your computer. 

2 Type in the web address of the site and click OK. 

Protecting Your Privacy While Accessing the Internet 

Privacy affects how other web pages are able to impact your computer. Each 
time you visit a website a certain amount of interaction occurs between the 
web page and your computer’s browser. 

Sometimes websites display ads that pop up in another window. Sometimes 
your visits to a website are tracked by cookies that are placed on your 
computer.

Viruses 

Viruses are programs that attack your computer, damaging data and system 
programs and compromising secure information. These viruses can attach 
themselves to files that you download or receive in e-mail attachments. 
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Using Antivirus Programs 

Protect your computer from viruses by using antivirus programs. Two popular 
antivirus programs include Norton AntiVims and McAfee VirusScan. Both of 
these programs will regularly check your computer for viruses and quarantine 
suspected programs and data.

Firewalls

Firewalls are an added security feature in Windows operating systems. A 
firewall is a software device that is configured to allow data to pass through a 
computer network, which has different levels of trust. 

The basic task of a firewall is to regulate the flow of traffic between computer 
networks of different trust levels. 


@ EXAMPLE: Typical examples of computer networks are: 

• Internet, which is a zone with no trust 

• Internal networks, which are zones of higher trust type 


To set up a firewall ： 

1 Click Start—> Control Panel—> Network and Internet Connections—> 
Windows Firewall. 

OR 

Click Starts Control Panel—> Security Center^ Windows Firewall. 

2 Click Change Settings. Windows Firewall Settings window appears. 
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The General tab displays two settings ： On and Off. The shields to the left 
are green with a checkmark (On) or red with an x (Off). 


Setting Windows Firewall to On (recommended) provides another choice, 
A check box that says Don’t allow exceptions is available for use. 

3 Check the Don’t allow exceptions check box to boost the security 
settings. Windows Firewall will send a message every time it blocks a 
program. 

The Windows Firewall window provides several tabs that allow you to 
customize your security settings. 


General tab 

The General tab displays two settings: On and Off Setting 
Windows Firewall to On (recommended) provides an additional 
ch 曰 ice of Don’t allow exceptions. 

Exceptions tab 

The Exceptions tab allows certain program types to operate 
without Windows Firewall interfering or sending a message that 
a program was blocked. 

Advanced tab 

The Advanced tab allows more specific settings. 

• The Network Connection Settings tab provides the option for 
Windows Firewall to be applied to any or all the connection 
types available.

• The Default Settings allow for a complete Windows Firewall 
restore. This option places the firewall at the default status.

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Spyware and Malware 

S か Mwe is a type of computer program used for tracking consumers to better 
aim advertising at specific targets. It can also be used to discover information 
about individuals who do not protect their computers. 

M 口 / 面 re is software that is designed to corrupt data or hard drives on 
computers. Some malware can record every key you press, which may allow 
the capture of your credit card numbers and banking information. 

Spyware and malware can potentially harm your computer and make the 
information it contains vulnerable to security risks. 

Several indicators point to infection with spyware. Watch for ： 

• Computer performance slows 

• Regular tasks take longer to complete 

• Your Web browser home page changes 

• Pop-ups appear even when you are not connected to the Internet 

Preventing Spyware and Malware Infection 

Several options are available to prevent spyware and malware from infecting 
your computer. For example, you can use anti-spyware programs to secure ， 
check, and/or clean up your computer. Remember to ensure that your anti¬ 
spyware program is always up to date. 


Q HINT: Use trusted websites when downloading files. Be careful when 
obtaining free files on the Internet.

Spam refers to unwanted e-mail messages, which can include chain letters 
and advertisements. You can obtain anti-spam programs to reduce the 
amount of spam you receive. However, these programs are not perfect and 
may block valid e-mail messages.

Phishing Scams 

Pmshing is a term that refers to scams that attempt to steal information 
through seemingly legitimate e-mails and text messages that appear to be 
from a reputable business. Be cautious with any e-mail or website that 
requests your personal information, such as your credit card number. 

Protect yourself from phishers by turning on the Phishing Filter. 

NOTE: You must have Internet Explorer version 7 to use this filter. 

1 Open Internet Explorer and click Tools 一 Phishing Filter. 

2 Click to select Turn on the Automatic \Vebsite Check. 

3 Click Phishing Filter Settings. The filter redirects you to the Internet 
Options Advanced tab to make more selective settings. 

Shopping Securely Over the Internet 

It is important to do business with reputable online stores to avoid possible 
fraud and to easily exchange or return items. Read store ratings or reviews by 
other customers if you are not familiar with the online store. 
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Take the following precautions to ensure that your online shopping 
experience is both safe and secure ： 

• Verify the credibility of the retail website. 

• Is it a well known shopping site? 

• Does the website belong to an Internet trust organization. 

• Can you contact a person associated with the website by phone or a 
physical mailing address? 

• Is product information and availability displayed openly and honestly? 

• How fast will the order be processed? 

• Are the shipping costs reasonable? 

• Does the store have a reasonable return/exchange policy? 

• Does the website use of encryption for user and payment data? 

• Are there any quality seals on the website? These seals represent an outside 
assessment of the security measures in place. 

Controlling Pop-ups

Content Advisory/Parental Controls

To organize your list of favorite bookmarks into folders:

Since 
many windows are divided into separate sections (frames), sometimes the 
section that prints is located in a separate frame from the rest of the 
browser. 

• Click the third drop-down menu to zoom in or out of a specified page. 
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Freeing up Space and Protecting Your Computer 

Clearing Browser History 

The browser keeps a record of all the websites you visit.1 his function was 
designed to make travel to the same website take less time. However, this can 
sometimes create security risks or even impact your computer's performance. 
Deleting the browser history can reduce the risk and the size of the history 
files on the computer. 

1 Click Starts Control Panels Network and Internet Connections^ 
Internet Options. 

2 In the browser history section, click Delete. 

Deleting Temporary Internet Files 

As files are downloaded to your computer, they are stored in temporary file 
space. These files can become a drain on your computer’s resources if too 
many are stored. Deleting them regularly helps enhance your computer’s 
performance and speed. 

1 Open your web browser and locate a tab for Internet Options. 

2 From the Temporary Internet Files section, click the Delete Files button. 

Decreasing the Size of the Temporary Files Folder 

Internet Explorer keeps a log of the websites that you visit and a storage space 
of temporary Internet files. You can delete or decrease the amount of space 
the temporary files and history logs use. 

1 From Internet Explorer, click the Internet Options tab. 

2 Delete the files in the browsing history, and then minimize the amount of 
space by clicking Settings. 

3 Reduce the number of MB in memory and/or reduce the number of days to 
keep information in the browsing history to limit the space used to store 
this information. 
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Maintaining Privacy by Blocking and Deleting 
Cookies 

Cookies are small markers (pieces of code) placed on your computer when you 
visit a website. Companies on the Internet use cookies to track visits to their 
website. 

Some cookies simply enhance your use of a website. For example, a cookie can 
save your website password information so that you only have to enter it the 
first time you visit a website. However, some cookies may use this personal 
information for commercial gain, putting your privacy at risk. 

Delete the cookies in your web browser’s history by opening your Internet 
browser and clicking the Options tab. Look for a Delete Cookies button and 
click it. 

For example, to delete cookies in Internet Explorer ： 

1 Open Internet Explorer. 

2 Click the Tools tab^ Internet Options. 

3 Under the Temporary Internet Files section, click the Delete Cookies 
button. 

You can also limit the number of cookies placed in your computer by 
increasing the privacy settings: 

1 From the Internet Options window, click the Privacy tab. 

2 Move the vertical slide bar up for more privacy and the reduction of 
cookies allowed, or down for less privacy and to allow cookies to freely pass 
between the web page and your Internet browser. 

3 To block all cookies，move the slide bar to the top to block all cookies，and

Q HINT: Blocking cookies may prevent some web pages from displaying 
correctly. Some websites store your member name, password, or 
other information about you in a cookie. If you delete that cookie, you 
may have to enter your personal information again the next time you 
visit the site.

With an Internet connection and an e-mail service, you can exchange e-mail 
messages with family, friends, and co-workers over the Internet. 

The e-mail software from most service providers offers an Internet 
Connection Wizard to help you connect to the Internet and set up your e- 
mail account. 

You need the following information from your Internet service provider (ISP) 
or local area network (LAN) administrator ： 

• Account name and password 

• The names of your incoming and outgoing e-mail servers

Protecting Your Computer_Using Administrator 
Rights, User Groups, and Passwords 

The Microsoft® Windows® operating system has security features such as 
administrator passwords and user passwords that let you control access to 
your computer and the information stored on your computer. 

Administrator Rights 

An administrator can make system-wide changes to the computer, change 
security settings, install software, and access all files on the computer. A 
person with a computer administrator account has full access to other user 
accounts on the computer. 
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◎ EXAMPLE: If more than one person in your office uses the same 

computer, administrator rights allow you to ensure that security and 
other computer settings remain the same and that confidential data is 
not acc 白 ss 白 d. 


◎ EXAMPLE: If several family members, including children, share a home 
computer, you can, as administrator, limit the information your 
children have access to and the programs they can install.

User Groups

save documents, but cannot install programs or change system settings. 


@ EXAMPLE: If more than one person in your office shares a computer, 
each user can be assigned her own account with user permissions. 
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@ EXAMPLE: If several family members share a home computer, each 
person can be assigned to his own account, with restrictions placed 
on the information each user can access. 

Changing a User Account or Group 

To assign a user to a group or change a user’s group, log in as administrator 
and access User Account through the Control Panel.

Passwords 

Anyone can log on to your computer and access your files unless it is 
protected by a password. If you are logged on to your computer as an 
administrator, you can create a password for any user account. 

Passwords can be used to protect your computer in a variety of ways and levels 
of protection. You can apply passwords to files, as well as to your computer. 

Passwords with at least a 10-character combination that includes alphabetic, 
numeric, and special characters adds a level of security to your computer. 

Using Secure Passwords 

A secure password is an important way to protect your computer from 
unauthorized users who may install malicious software or access confidential 
files from your computer. The stronger your password, the more likely it will 
prevent your computer from attacks. 
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A strong password ： 

• Contains both uppercase and lowercase letters 

• Contains a combination of numbers, words, and/or symbols 

• Is changed on a regular basis

Smart Cards 

み NOTE: The smart card feature may not be available on your computer. 

Smart cards are laptop credit-card shaped devices with internal integrated 
circuits. Using smart cards can improve system security by combining 
something a user has (the smart card) with something only the user should 
know (a PIN) to provide more secure user-authentication than passwords 
alone. There are two main types of Smart Cards: 

• Contact Smart Cards — These cards have a contact area with many gold 
plated connection pads. When inserted into a card reader, the information 
from the chip can be read and written. 

• Contactless Smart Lards — These cards do not require any physical 
contact with the reader. The chip communicates with the card reader 
through 民 FID induction technology. These cards require only close 
proximity to an antenna of a card reader to complete transaction. 

Fingerprint Readers 

み NOTE: The fingerprint reader may not be available on your computer. 

A fingerprint reader is a peripheral device for your computer with a strip 
sensor. When you slide your finger over the reader, the reader uses your 
unique fingerprint to authenticate your user identity and helps keep your Dell 
computer secure. 
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Facial Recognition Software 

NOTE: The facial recognition software may not be available on your computer. 

Using a digital image from the camera in your computer, the facial 
recognition software can identify or verify your face. This is done by 
comparing select facial features from the image and a facial database. On 
verification of your identity, the software allows you to access your computer 
without entering the password. 

Using a Firewall to Secure Your Computer 

Use a firewall to secure your computer from non-authorized users (hackers) or 
from malicious programs, such as viruses or worms. Firewalls also help to 
prevent your computer from spreading malicious programs to other 
computers.

• If the network key is not automatically provided, obtain the key and type it 
in the network key data box.

Remote Desktop provides access from a remote location to a computer 
running the Microsoft Windows XP Professional operating system, enabling 
you to work on your computer from anywhere, anytime. 

Enabling Remote Desktop on the Host Computer 

Before using Remote Desktop, you must enable the Remote Desktop feature 
on the host computer so that you can control it remotely from another 
computer. 

You must be logged on as administrator to enable Remote Desktop. 

To set up the host computer, you need ： 

• Microsoft Windows XP Professional must be installed on the computer 
containing the files and programs that you want to access from a remote 
computer. 
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• The host computer must be part of a network in which Remote Desktop 
connections are permitted. 

• The remote computer must be running a compatible version of Microsoft 
Windows and must be connected to the Internet or on a local area 
network. 

• The remote computer must have the Remote Desktop Connection client 
software installed. The remote computer is called the client. 

• Both computers must be connected to the Internet through a Virtual 
Private Network (VPN). 

• Appropriate user accounts and permissions configured on the remote 
Windows XP Professional host to allow remote access. 

If your client computer is not connected to the host computer through a 
VPN, you need to use the actual IP address of the host computer instead of 
the computer name. 

Installing Remote Desktop Client Software 

The Remote Desktop Client software is installed by default on computers 
running Windows XR 

Calling From a Remote Location 

1 Use the public IP address, as assigned by the ISP, or fully qualified domain 
name of the computer or router/NAT/firewall. 

If the firewall/NAT/router is configured correctly, the call will be 
successfully passed to the appropriate computer. 

2 If the ISP assigns a dynamic IP address, then another solution is to set up 
an account with one of the dynamic naming services that map a fully 
qualified domain name to the IR 
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@ EXAMPLE: Some remote users take advantage of a free service from 
No-IP.com. 

The No-IP.com software runs on the client computer and on a time 
schedule basis contacts the No-IP.com servers. The No-IP.com 
servers then know what the IP address is and maps that address to a 
fully qualified domain name. 

That information is then propagated over the public Internet. Then the 
remote user calls the Remote Desktop host computer using the fully 
qualified domain name.

• System Restore returns your computer to an earlier operating state without 
affectin 旨 data files. Use System Restore as the first solution for restorin 旨 
your operating system and preserving data files. 

• Dell PC Restore by Symantec (available in Windows XP) and Dell Factory 
Image Restore (available in Windows Vista) returns your hard drive to the 
operating state it was in when you purchased the computer. Both 
permanently delete all data on the hard drive and remove any programs 
installed after you received the computer. Use Dell PC Restore or Dell 
Factory Image Restore only if System Restore did not resolve your 
operating system problem. 

• If you received an Operating System disc with your computer, you can use 
it to restore your operating svstem. However, using the Operating System 
disc also deletes all data on the hard drive. Use the disc only if System 
Restore did not resolve your operating system problem. 

Using Microsoft® Windows® System Restore 

The Windows operating systems provide a System Restore option which 
allows you to return your computer to an earlier operating state (without 
affecting data files) if changes to the hardware, software, or other system 
settings have left the computer in an undesirable operating state. Any 
changes that System Restore makes to your computer are completely 
reversible. 

NOTICE: Make regular backups of your data files. System Restore does not 
monitor your data files or recoverthem.

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Modem 

A modem port connects an internal modem to a telephone line. A modem is 
used to connect a computer to the Internet by making a data call over phone 
lines to an Internet Service Provider (ISP). 

Usually, there are two modem ports side by side. The one marked line (or with 
a line symbol) is connected to the telephone line connector. The one marked 
phone (or with a phone symbol) can optionally be connected to the telephone 
handset if you want to use a telephone on the same connector.

An ethernet port uses twisted pair conductors for networking and faster

S-Video TV-Out Port 

SUPER Video (S-Video), also known as Y/C is an analog video signal that 
carries the video data as two separate signals, luma (brightness) and chroma 
(color). S-Video supports a standard definition video, but does not carry audio 
on the same cable.

The first is the luminance signal, which indicates brightness or black & white 
information that is contained in the original RGB (red green blue) signal. It is 
referred to as the Y component. 

The second and third signals are called color difference signals indicating the 
quantum of blue and red signals compared to luminance. The blue 
component is Y-B and the red component is Y- 民 . Green is not transmitted as 
a separate signal since it can be inferred from the Y, Y-B，and Y - 民 
combination.

Composite video is an interface for sending or receiving an analog video 
signal. It is a composite of several signals, LUMA, CHROMA, and SYNC 
(together referred to as CVSB or Composite Video Blanking and Sync). 
LUMA represents the brightness or luminance of the picture and includes 
synchronizing or SYNC pulses. CHROMA carries the color information. 

Composite video interface usually connects a VHS tape player, DVD player, 
or game console to a television.

CD-R — CD recordable — A recordable version of a CD. Data can be recorded only 
once onto a CD-R. Once recorded, the data cannot be erased or written over. 

CD-RW — CD rewritable — A rewritable version of a CD. Data can be written to a 
CD-RW disc, and then erased and written over (rewritten). 

CD-RW drive — A drive that can read CDs and write to CD-RW (rewritable CDs)

CRIMM — continuity rambus in-line memory module — A special module that has 
no memory chips and is used to fill unused RIMM slots. 

cursor — The marker on a display or screen that shows where the next keyboard，touch 
pad, or mouse action will occur. It often is a blinking solid line, an underline character, 
or a small arrow.

DDR SDRAM — double-data-rate SDRAM — A type of SDRAM that doubles the 
data burst cycle，improving system performance. 

DDR2 SDRAM — double-data-rate 2 SDRAM — A type of DDR SDRAM that uses a 
4-bit prefetch and other architectural changes to boost memory speed to over 
400 MHz. 

device — Hardware such as a disk drive, printer, or keyboard that is installed in or 
connected to your computer. 

device driver — See driver. 

DIMM — dual in-line memory module — A circuit board with memory chips that 
connects to a memory module on the system board. 

DIN connector — A round, six-pin connector that conforms to DIN (Deutsche 
Industrie-Norm) standards; it is typically used to connect PS/2 keyboard or mouse 
cable connectors. 

disk striping — A technique for spreading data over multiple disk drives. Uisk striping

can speed up operations that retrieve data from disk storage. Computers that use disk 
striping generally allow the user to select the data unit size or stripe width. 

DMA — direct memory access — A channel that allows certain types of data transfer 
between RAM and a device to bypass the processor. 

DisplayPort — An interface standard of the Video Electronics Standards Association 
(VESA) used for digital displays. 

DMTF — Distributed Management Task Force — A consortium or hardware and 
software companies who develop management standards for distributed desktop ， 
network, enterprise, and Internet environments. 

domain — A group of computers, programs, and devices on a network that are 
administered as a unit with common rules and procedures for use by a specific group 
of users. A user logs on to the domain to gain access to the resources. 

DRAM — dynamic random-access memory — Memory that stores information in 
integrated circuits containing capacitors. 

driver — Software that allows the operating system to control a device such as a 
printer. Many devices do not work properly if the correct driver is not installed in the 
computer. 

DSL — Digital Subscriber Line — A technology that provides a constant, high-speed 
Internet connection through an analog telephone line. 

dual-core — A technology in which two physical computational units exist inside a 
single processor package, thereby increasing computing efficiency and multi-tasking 
ability. 

dual display mode — A display setting that allows you to use a second monitor as an 
extension of vour display. Also referred to as extended display mode. 

DVD-R — DVD recordable — A recordable version of a DVD. Data can be recorded 
only once onto a DVD-R. Once recorded, the data cannot be erased or written over. 

DVD + RW — DVD rewritable — A rewritable version of a DVD. Data can be written 
to a DVD + RW disc, and then erased and written over (rewritten). (DVD + RW 
technology is different from DVD-RW technology.)

ESD — electrostatic discharge — A rapid discharge of static electricity. ESD can 
damage integrated circuits found in computer and communications equipment. 

expansion card — A circuit board that installs in an expansion slot on the system 
board in some computers, expanding the capabilities of the computer. Examples 
include video, modem, and sound cards. 

expansion slot _ A connector on the system board (in some computers) where you 
insert an expansion card, connecting it to the system bus. 

ExpressCard — A removable I/O card adhering to the PCMCIA standard. Modems 
and network adapters are common types of ExpressCards. ExpressCards support both 
the PCI Express and USB 2.0 standard. 

Express Service Code — A numeric code located on a sticker on your Dell™ 
computer.

hard drive — A drive that reads and writes data on a hard disk. The terms hard drive 
and hard disk are often used interchangeably. 

heat sink — A metal plate on some processors that helps dissipate heat. 

hibernate mode — A power management mode that saves everything in memory to a 
reserved space on the hard drive and then turns off the computer. When you restart 
the computer, the memory information that was saved to the hard drive is 
automatically restored. 
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HTTP — hypertext transfer protocol — A protocol for exchanging files between 
computers connected to the Internet. 

Hz — hertz — A unit of frequency measurement that equals 1 cycle per second. 
Computers and electronic devices are often measured in kilohertz (kHz), megahertz 
(MHz), gigahertz (GHz), or terahertz (THz). 


IC — integrated circuit — A semiconductor wafer, or chip, on which thousands or 
millions of tiny electronic components are fabricated for use in computer, audio, and 
video equipment. 

IDE — integrated device electronics — An interface for mass storage devices in which 
the controller is integrated into the hard drive or CD drive. 

IEEE 1394 — Institute of Electrical and Electronics Engineers, Inc. — A high- 
performance serial bus used to connect IEEE 1394-compatible devices, such as digital 
cameras and DVD players, to the computer. 

infrared sensor — A port that allows you to transfer data between the computer and 
infrared-compatible devices without using a cable connection. 

integrated — Usually refers to components that are physically located on the 
computer’s system board. Also referred to as buUt-in. 

I/O — input/output — An operation or device that enters and extracts data from your 
computer. Keyboards and printers are I/O devices. 

I/O address — An address in RAM that is associated with a specific device (such as a 
serial connector, parallel connector, or expansion slot) and allows the processor to 
communicate with that device. 

IrDA — Infrared Data Association — The organization that creates international 
standards for infrared communications. 

IRQ — interrupt request — An electronic pathway assigned to a specific device so 
that the device can communicate with the processor. Each device connection must be 
assigned an IRQ. Although two devices can share the same IRQ assignment, you 
cannot operate both devices simultaneously. 

ISP — Internet service provider — A company that allows you to access its host server 
to connect directly to the Internet, send and receive e-mail, and access websites. The 
ISP typically provides you with a software package, user name, and access phone 
numbers for a fee. 
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K 

Kb — kilobit — A unit of data that equals 1024 bits. A measurement of the capacity of 
memory integrated circuits. 

KB — kilobyte — A unit of data that equals 1024 bytes but is often referred to as 
1000 bytes. 

key combination — A command requiring you to press multiple keys at the same 
time. 

kHz — kilohertz — A measurement of frequency that equals 1000 Hz. 



LAN — local area network — A computer network covering a small area. A LAN 
usually is confined to a building or a few nearby buildings. A LAN can be connected to 
another LAN over any distance through telephone lines and radio waves to form a 
wide area network (WAN). 

LCD — liquid crystal display — The technology used by laptop computer and flat:- 
panel displays. 

LED — light:-emitting diode — An electronic component that emits light to indicate 
the status of the computer. 

local bus — A data bus that provides a fast throughput for devices to the processor. 

LPr — line print terminal — The designation for a parallel connection to a printer or 
other parallel device. 

M 

Mb — megabit — A measurement of memory chip capacity that equals 1024 Kb. 

Mbps — megabits per second — One million bits per second. This measurement is 
typically used for transmission speeds for networks and modems. 

MB — megabyte — A measurement of data storage that equals 1，048，弓 76 bytes.1 MB 
equals 1024 KB. When used to refer to hard drive storage, the term is often rounded to 
1，000,000 bytes. 

MB/sec — megabytes per second — One million bytes per second. This measurement 
is typicallv used for data transfer ratings. 

media bay — A bay that supports devices such as optical drives, a second battery, or a 
Dell TravelLite™ module. 

memory — A temporary data storage area inside your computer. Because the data in

memory is not permanent, it is recommended that you frequently save your files while 
you are working on them, and always save your files before you shut down the 
computer. Your computer can contain several different forms of memory, such as 
RAM, ROM, and video memory. Frequently, the word memory is used as a synonym 
for RAM. J 

memory address — A specific location where data is temporarily stored in RAM. 

memory mapping _ The process by which the computer assigns memory addresses to 
physical locations at start-up. Devices and software can then identify information that 
the processor can access. 

memory module — A small circuit board containing memory chips, which connects to 
the system board. 

MHz — megahertz — A measure of frequency that equals 1 million cycles per second. 
The speeds for computer processors, buses, and interfaces are often measured in MHz. 

Mini PCI — A standard for integrated peripheral devices with an emphasis on 
communications such as modems and NICs. A Mini PCI card is a small external card 
that is functionallv equivalent to a standard PCI expansion card. 

Mini-Card — A small card designed for integrated peripherals, such as 
communication NICs. The Mim-Card is functionally equivalent to a standard PCI 
expansion card. 

modem _ A device that allows your computer to communicate with other computers 
over analog telephone lines. Three types of modems include: external, PC Card, and 
internal. You typically use your modem to connect to the Internet and exchange 
e-mail. 

module bay — See media bay. 

MP — megapixel — A measure of image resolution used for digital cameras. 

ms — millisecond — A measure of time that equals one thousandth of a second. 
Access times of storage devices are often measured in ms. 

N 

network adapter — A chip that provides network capabilities. A computer may 
include a network adapter on its system board, or it may contain a PC Card with an 
adapter on it. A network adapter is also referred to as a NIC (network interface 
controller). 

NIC — See network adapter. 

notification area — The section of the Windows taskbar that contains icons for 
providing quick access to programs and computer functions, such as the clock，volume 
control, and print status. Also referred to as system tray. 
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ns — nanosecond — A measure of time that equals one billionth of a second. 

NVRAM — nonvolatile random access memory — A type of memory that stores data 
when the computer is turned off or loses its external power source. NVRAM is used for 
maintaining computer configuration information such as date, time, and other system 
setup options that you can set.

optical drive — A drive that uses optical technology to read or write data from CDs, 
DVDs, or DVD + RWs. Example of optical drives include CD drives, DVD drives, 
CD-RW drives, and CD-RW/DVD combo drives. 

P 

partition — A physical storage area on a hard drive that is assigned to one or more 
logical storage areas known as logical drives. Each partition can contain multiple 
logical drives. 

PC Card — A removable I/O card adhering to the PCMCIA standard. Modems and 
network adapters are common types of PC Cards. 

PCI — peripheral component interconnect — PCI is a local bus that supports 32-and 
64-bit data paths, providing a high-speed data path between the processor and devices 
such as video, drives, and networks. 

PCI Express — A modification to the PCI interface that boosts the data transfer rate 
between the processor and the devices attached to it. PCI Express can transfer data at 
speeds from 250 MB/sec to 4 GB/sec. If the PCI Express chip set and the device are 
capable of different speeds，they will operate at the slower speed. 

PCMCIA — Personal Computer Memory Card International Association — The 
organization that establishes standards for PC し ards. 

PIO — programmed input/output — A method of transferring data between two 
devices through the processor as part of the data path. 

pixel _ A single point on a display screen. Pixels are arranged in rows and columns to 
create an image. A video resolution, such as 800 x 600, is expressed as the number of 
pixels across by the number of pixels up and down. 

Plug-and-Play — The ability of the computer to automatically configure devices. Plug 
and Plav provides automatic installation, configuration, and compatibility with 
existing hardware if the BIOS, operating system，and all devices are Plug and Play 
compliant. 

POST — powe 卜 on seW-test — Diagnostics programs, loaded automatically by the 
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BIOS，that perform basic tests on the major computer components, such as memory, 
hard drives, and video. If no problems are detected during POST, the computer 
continues the start-up. 

processor — A computer chip that interprets and executes program instructions. 
Sometimes the processor is referred to as the CPU (central processing unit). 

PS/2 — personal system/2 — A type of connector for attaching a PS/2-compatible 
keyboard, mouse, or keypad. 

PXE — pre-boot execution environment — A WfM (Wired for Management) 
standard that allows networked computers that do not have an operating system to be 
configured and started remotely. 

R 

RAID — redundant array of independent disks — A method of providing data 
redundancy. Some common implementations of RAID include RAID 0, RAID 1, 
RAID 5, RAID 10, and RAID 50. 

RAM — random-access memory — The primary temporary storage area for program 
instructions and data. Any information stored in RAM is lost when you shut down your 
computer. 

readme file — A text file included with a software package or hardware product. 
Typically, readme files provide installation information and describe new product 
enhancements or corrections that have not yet been documented. 

read-only — Data and/or files you can view but cannot edit or delete. A file can have 
read-only status if: 

• It resides on a physical CD or DVD. 

• It is located on a network in a directory and the system administrator has assigned 
rights only to specific individuals. 

refresh rate — The frequency, measured in Hz, at which your screen's horizontal lines 
are recharged (sometimes also referred to as its vertical frequency). The higher the 
refresh rate，the less video flicker can be seen by the human eye. 

resolution — The sharpness and clarity of an image produced by a printer or displayed 
on a monitor. The higher the resolution, the sharper the image. 

RFI — radio frequency interference — Interference that is generated at typical radio 
frequencies, in the range of 10 kHz to 100,000 MHz. Radio frequencies are at the 
lower end of the electromagnetic frequency spectrum and are more likely to have 
interference than the higher frequency radiations, such as infrared and light. 

ROM — read-only memory — Memory that stores data and programs that cannot be 
deleted or written to by the computer. ROM, unlike RAM, retains its contents after 
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you shut down your computer. Some programs essential to the operation of your 
computer reside in ROM. 

RPM — revolutions per minute — The number of rotations that occur per minute. 
Hard drive speed is often measured in rpm. 

RTC — real time clock — Battery-powered clock on the system board that keeps the 
date and time after you shut down the computer. 

RTCRST — real-time clock reset — A jumper on the system board of some computers 
that can often be used for troubleshooting problems. 

S 

SAS — serial attached SCSI — A faster, serial version of the SCSI interface (as 
opposed to the original SCSI parallel architecture). 

SATA — serial ATA — A faster, serial version of the ATA (IDE) interface. 

ScanDisk — A Microsoft utility that checks riles, folders, and the hard disk’s surface 
for errors. ScanDisk often runs when you restart the computer after it has stopped 
responding. 

SCSI — small computer system interface — A high-speed interface used to connect 
devices to a computer, such as hard drives, CD drives, printers, and scanners. The 
SCSI can connect many devices using a single controller. Each device is accessed by an 
individual identification number on the SCSI controller bus. 

SDRAM — synchronous dynamic random-access memory — A type of DRAM that is 
synchronized with the optimal clock speed of the processor. 

serial connector — An I/O port often used to connect devices such as a handheld 
digital device or digital camera to your computer. 

Service Tag — A bar code label on your computer that identifies your computer when 
you access Dell Support at support.dell.com or when you call Dell for customer service 
or technical support. Also see Express Service し ode. 

setup program — A program that is used to install and configure hardware and 
software. The setup.exe or install.exe program comes with most Windows software 
packages. Setup program differs from system setup. 

shortcut — An icon that provides quick access to frequently used programs, files, 
folders, and drives. When you place a shortcut on your Windows desktop and double¬ 
click the icon, you can open its corresponding folder or file without having to find it 
first. Shortcut icons do not change the location of files. If you delete a shortcut, the 
original file is not affected. Also, you can rename a shortcut icon. 

SIM — Subscriber Identity Module — A SIM card contains a microchip that encrypts 
voice and data transmissions. SIM cards can be used in phones or laptop computers.

smart card — A card that is embedded with a processor and a memory chip. Smart 
cards can be used to authenticate a user on computers equipped for smart cards. 

S/PDIF — Sony/Philips Digital Interface — An audio transfer file format that allows 
the transfer of audio from one file to another without converting it to and from an 
analog format, which could degrade the quality of the file. 

standby mode _ A power management mode that shuts down all unnecessary 
computer operations to save energy. 

Strike ム one 了 " 一 Reinforced area of the platform base that protects the hard drive by 
acting as a dampening device when a computer experiences resonating shock or is 
dropped (whether the computer is on or off). 

surge protectors — Prevent voltage spikes, such as those that may occur during an 
electrical storm, from entering the computer through the electrical outlet. Surge 
protectors 过〇 not protect against lightning strikes or against brownouts, which occur 
when the voltage drops more than 20 percent below the normal AC-line voltage level. 

Network connections cannot be protected by surge protectors. Always disconnect the 
network cable from the network connector during electrical storms. 

SVGA — super-video graphics array — A video standard for video cards and 
controllers. Typical SVGA resolutions are 800 x 600 and 102 4 x 768. 

The number of colors and resolution that a program displays depends on the 
capabilities of the monitor, the video controller and its drivers, and the amount of 
video memory installed in the computer. 

S-video TV-out — A connector used to attach a TV or digital audio device to the 
computer. 

SXGA — super-extended graphics array — A video standard for video cards and 
controllers that supports resolutions up to 1280 x 1024. 

SXGA+ — supei"-extended graphics array plus — A video standard for video cards and 
controllers that supports resolutions up to 1400 x 1050. 

system board — The main circuit board in vour computer. Also known as the 
motherboard. 

system setup — A utility that serves as an interface between the computer hardware 
and the operating system. System setup allows you to configure user-selectable options 
in the BIOS, such as date and time or system password. Unless you understand what 
effect the settings have on the computer, do not change the settings for this program. 



TAPI — telephony application programming interface — Enables Windows programs 
to operate with a wide variety of telephony devices, including voice, data, fax, and 
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video. 

text editor — A program used to create and edit files that contain only text; for 
example, Windows Notepad uses a text editor. Text editors do not usually provide 
word wrap or formatting functionality (the option to underline, change fonts, and 
so on). 

TPM — trusted platform module — A hardware-based security feature that when 
combined with security software enhances network and computer security by enabling 
features such as file and e-mail protection. 

travel module — A plastic device designed to fit inside the module bay of a laptop 
computer to reduce the weight of the computer. 

U 

UMA — unified memory allocation — System memory dynamically allocated to 
video. 

UPS _ uninterruptible power supply — A backup power source used when the 
electrical power fails or drops to an unacceptable voltage level.A UPS keeps a 
computer running for a limited amount of time when there is no electrical power. UPS 
systems typically provide surge suppression and may also provide voltage regulation. 
Small UPS systems provide battery power for a few minutes to enable you to shut 
down your computer. 

USB — universal serial bus — A hardware interface for a low-speed device such as a 
USB-compatible keyboard, mouse, joystick, scanner, set of speakers, printer, 
broadband devices (DSL and cable modems)，imaging devices, or storage devices. 
Devices are plugged directly in to a 4-pin socket on your computer or in to a multi-port 
hub that plugs in to your computer. USB devices can be connected and disconnected 
while the computer is turned on, and they can also be daisy-chained together. 

UTP — unshielded twisted pair — Describes a type of cable used in most telephone 
networks and some computer networks. Pairs of unshielded wires are twisted to protect 
against electromagnetic interference, rather than relying on a metal sheath around 
each pair of wires to protect against interference. 

UXGA — ultra extended graphics array — A video standard for video cards and 
controllers that supports resolutions up to 1600 x 1200. 

V 

video controller — The circuitry on a video card or on the system board (in computers 
with an integrated video controller) that provides the video capabilities — in 
combination with the monitor — for vour computer. 
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video memory _ Memory that consists of memory chips dedicated to video functions. 
Video memory is usually faster than system memory. The amount of video memory 
installed primarily influences the number of colors that a program can display. 

video mode — A mode that describes how text and graphics are displayed on a 
monitor. レ raphics-based software, such as Windows operating systems, displays in 
video modes that can be defined as x horizontal pixels by y vertical pixels by 之 colors. 
Character-based software, such as text editors, displays in video modes that can be 
defined as x columns by y rows of characters. 

video resolution 一 See resolution. 

virus — A program that is designed to inconvenience you or to destroy data stored on 
your computer. A virus program moves from one computer to another through an 
infected disk, software downloaded from the Internet, or e-mail attachments. When 
an infected program starts, its embedded virus also starts. 

V — volt — The measurement or electric potential or electromotive force. One V 
appears across a resistance of 1ohm when a current of 1 ampere flows through that 
resistance. 

W 

W — watt — The measurement of electrical power. One W is 1 ampere of current 
flowing at 1 volt. 

WHr — watt-hour — A unit of measure commonlv used to indicate the approximate 
capacity of a battery. For example, a bb-WHr battery can supply 66 W of power for 
1 hour or 巧 W for 2 hours. 

wallpaper — The background pattern or picture on the Windows desktop. Change 
your wallpaper through the Windows し ontrol Panel. You can also scan in your favorite 
picture and make it wallpaper. 

WLAN — wireless local area network. A series of interconnected computers that 
communicate with each other over the air waves using access points or wireless routers 
to provide Internet access. 

wiite-protected — Files or media that cannot be changed. Use write-protection when 
you want to protect data from being changed or destroyed. 

WWAN — wireless wide area network. A wireless high-speed data network using 
cellular technology and covering a much larger geographic area than WLAN. 

WXGA — wide-aspect extended graphics array — A video standard for video cards 
and controllers that supports resolutions up to 1280 x 800. 
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XGA — extended graphics array — A video standard for video cards and controllers 
that supports resolutions up to 1024 x 768. 


Z 

ZIF — zero insertion force — A type of socket or connector that allows a computer 
chip to be installed or removed with no stress applied to either the chip or its socket. 

Zip — A popular data compression format. Files that have been compressed with the 
Zip format are called ム ip files and usually have a filename extension of.zip. A special 
kind of zipped file is a sel 卜 extracting file, which has a rilename extension of.exe. You 
can unzip a se け - ex れ acting rile by double-clicking it. 

Zip drive — A high-capacity floppy drive developed by Iomega Corporation that uses 
う . 5-inch removable disks called Zip disks. Zip disks are slightly larger than regular 
floppy disks, about twice as thick, and hold up to 2S0 MB of data.
